Putting Clam to Work 

Injecting small organisms into salt- 
water clams is to be given a trial in 
an effort to produce pearis in such 
wumbers as will reduce the cost and 
make the near-gems available for but- 
tons and other ornaments. The for- 
eign objeet sets up an irritation on the 
fold of the bivalve, causing the forma- 
tion of a number of tiny “seed” pearls, ’ 
These are removed and inserted in the 
folds of other clams, where they grow 
to considerable size and luster in a 
few months. The clam “incubators” 
can be used repeatedly for successive 
crops of pearls. They are kept in 
salt water at a higher temperature 
than that of the ocean and are fed to 
stimulate their growth.

Following appointment of the re- 
ceiver by the United States District 
Court here, Charles A. Christin, at- 
torney for the company, announced 
that the move was made to pro- 
tect the assets of the company. He 
said that the assets are more than 
sufficient to meet the obligations, 
which consist chiefly of money bor- 
rowed from San Francisco and Los 
Angeles banks, and in turn advanced 
to the fruit growers of the state. Ex- 
plaining the situation, Christin said: 

“The disastrous ending of the grape 
market last year was largely respon- 
sible for the present situation. The 
company advanced money to the table 
grape growers, but when that product 
was shipped East it was found that 
the market had been glutted with 
other varieties, chiefly raisin grapes, 
that had been rushed into the market 
to supply a demand for juice stock. 

“On the other hand the supply of 
pears was short, as the growers sent 
their products to the canneries, leav- 
ing the company 600 cars short of 
their expected supply. . 

“The assets are at present ‘frozen’ 
and will rémain in that state until 
the next year crop comes in. To pru- 
tect the assets and our customers as 
well as the banks who loaned us the 
money, we asked for the receiver.” 

Christin stated that the total as- 
sets, listed at $1,350,000, consisted of 
realty worth $625,000, and between 
sixty-five and seventy packing houses 
located in California and Oregon fruit 
districts, in addition to the loans to 
the grow... The liabilities were 
placed at $400,000. 

The decision to apply for a receiver 
came after a conference at which 
the growers, bankers and officials of 
the company were represented. 

William Stewart, president of the 
Stewart Fruit company, in confirming 
the receivership‘ plans, said: 

“We went into the receivership as 
the only possible way in which we 
could protect the growers.”

Such prizes, however, must be brought 
‘to the nearest British port and there 
condemned and the property disposed 
of by. the proper authorities. 
Kiddenlisted 80 seamen in England 
and 80 more in New York. He had 
Ifttie difficulty in securing just the 
men for such an expedition. To some 
of them the lure of rich legalized loot- 
ing was ample inducement. Each man 
was to share equally in. the. spoils, aft- 
er 25 per cent of their winnings had 
been deducted for the eompany. To 
“others, whose past would not bear 
close inspection, a voyage just at this 
moment was a blessing, and going 
aboard the Adventure was-a matter 
of keeping ‘twa jumps ahead of - the 
law,’ whereas * remaining on shore 
meant. the usual one jump ahead. 

So with his doublébarreled . com. 
mission and. his crew of thésé choice 
characters, Captain Kidd ‘cast off the 

"}ines of the Adventure from a wharf in 
the«Hugson river and headed south 
Madagascar on the east coast of Af. 
riea was his goal. No pirate-hunting 
“upon the seas of America”. for him. 
His commission “also said “other seas 
and ports” -and Madagascar, which 
came within that category, was the 
haven of the ocean highwaymen who 
preyed upon the rich East Indian 
trade.

Is there any “food more auoettitus " 
than irae, tender, well-popped corn 
séasoned with butter? 
‘It fg always:.welcome: at 
any time... Corn to, pop 
well should inerease its 
bulk twenty times. If a 
wire popper is used for 
popping hold it far 
enough away from the 
heat to avoid burning. 
The right degree of heat 
should make good corn pop in a min 
ute and a half.. Do not throw away 
the old bachelors (those that: wSn't 
Dop)—they can be put through a 
grinder-or mill and will make a good 
breakfast cereal served with top milk, 
| Parched sweet corn is delicious ground 
and served with milk. : 
_ Pep corn is used as a garnish for 
corn soup. Pop corn with milk makes 
& delightful’ supper dish. For those 
who like chocolate the following will 
be enjoyed: To two cupfuls of sugar, |-- 
add one-half cupful of corn sirup, two 
squares of chocolate grated and one 
cupful of water. Cook until the sirup 
hardens in water then pour while hot 
over four quarts of freshly popped 
corn; stir well to insure the uniform 
coating of the kernels. 

For sugared corn make a sirup by 
boiling two cupfuls of sugar and one 
cupful of water until the sirup lrdrdens 
in cold water; pour this sfrup over six 
-quarts.of corn and stir until the grains 
are well coated. 

Pop Corn Jack.—This is home-made 
‘cracker Jack: Take a cupful of: mo- 
lasses, two tablespoonfuls of water, 
one teaspoonful of vinegar, cook until 
nearly brittle when tried in water, 
then add a tablespoonfe? of butter and 
a pinch of soda. Sie into four cup- 
fuls of pop corn, adding a handful of 
shelled peanuts. Stir until all are 
‘well’ covered with the sirup. Puffed 
Tice may be used in place of corn; 
pour out into a buttered tin to ceol, 
bréak into squares when cold.
